tlonal contests, lengthening of the 
residence rule ot migratory ath- 
letes from one to two year's and a 
tightening of the amateur ruU were 
Important features of the meeting. 


TO LOSE FLAVOR. 


The rule disapproving intersectlon- 


al contests will not Influence foot- 
ball contests scheduled for this year 
between Chicago and Prlncoion.Iowa 
and Yale and Chicago and Georgia. 
The chief objection to Intersectional 
contests 
was the 
students were 


taken away from the class for tot 
long. 


Beginning September 1, It was de- 


cided no contests will bo permitted 
with Institutions not enforcing the 
freshman rule. 
This will prevent 


conference teams from engaging in 
contests with minor Institutions as 
practice matches. When an athlete 
migrates from one big ten Institu- 
tion to another, hereafter, he must 
attend the new institution for twc 
years before being eligible for inter- 
collegiate competition. 


SUMMER BASEBALL. 


The amateur rule governing base- 


ball was made more drastic by for- 
bidding- college players to be mem- 
bers of, teams where admission Is 
charge* Paragraph 2 of rule 13 was 
changed to read: 
"Occasional games during vacation 


on teams not professional or semi- 
professional and having a permanent 
organization are not prohibited, pro- 
viding no admission Is charged." It 
was announced that athletic direc- 
tors will communicate with each 
other regarding infringement -of the 
rule by players of any team. 


SUGGEST TWO srORTS. 


After thin year, athletes will bo 


permitted to participate In only two 
sports, If favorable action Is taken 
at the conference meeting In June 
on a resolution presented to the 
faculty meeting today.

The faculty committee passed a

Washington, April 1.—The United 


Btatet ha* re-established Itself as a 
treaty-making power, when the last 
«f the Washington conference pacts 
wero ratified thli week by over- 
whelming rotes the foreign rela- 
tions of the country were given a 
decided upward turn. 


The other nations that participated 


in 
the 
conference, 
and especially 


those that were permitted to become 
parties to the four-power Pacific 
treaty, will now proceed with their 
respective ratifications. 


AWAIT OUR MOVtf. 


These other nations, It Is to be 


noted, took no chances this time. Not 
* ratification wheel turned In Japan 
or In Burape until the Washington 
agreements were safely through the 
turbulent waters of the United States 
• enate. 
Great Britain, France and 


Japan wanted no more treaties with 
America "deleted" at the last mo- 
ment. 


There were a number of reasons 


which Impelled the other nations par- 
ticipating In the conference to await 
final action by the United States. 
The four-power Pacific, pact among 
other things provided for the abro- 
gation of the Anglo-Japanese alli- 
ance. Japon and Great Britain agreed 
to abandon this alliance only upon 
ths condition that tn« United States 
sronld became a party to a wider 
agreement covering Pacific and Far 
Eastern problems. Therefore, It would 
have been a waste of time for Japan 
ami Great Britain to ratify the new 
agreement while there re-na'ned the 
El'crhtest 
doubt 
as 
to 
America's 


«c"on. 


FRANCE'S THREAT. 


It Is certain now that Great Brit- 


ain and Japan speedllv will five the 
ncc's"ary parliamentary consent to 
the Washington treaties. 
France's 


•threat to make "certain reservations 
to the Pacific pact Is not taken seri- 
ously here, it may seem blunt to say 
«o, b'lt the fact nevertheless remains 
that France was Invited lito the Pa- 
clf'o agreements only at the last 
minute and as a concession to her 
prestige among the nations of the 
world. 
While her action with re- 


spect to ratification is not wholly 
reel'gible. It la almost so.

It w o u l d 
seem, therefore, that the American 
army immediately should abondon all 
further manufacture or experimen- 
tation with poison gas; that the big 
plants erected for the production of 
the various lethal vapors should be 
dismantled and abandoned. 


But army officers raise the point 


tha' It Is easily concelvab'e that the 
T'rlted States might become embroil- 
ed at some time In t:ie future with 
a foe not represented at Washing- 
ton and which might be unethical 
enough to resort to the use of frai In 
warfare. 
Would the United States 


submit to a gas bombardment an;' 
not attempt to repay In kind? 


GERMAN1 INTRODUCTION. 


The allies were slow to >.se gas In ' 


the world war, after the Germans 
had Introduced It at the first battle 
of Tpres In that little strip of Be,- 
slum which Germany never was per- 
mitted to possess even In the heyday 
o? her first onward sweep against 
her unprepared neighbors. But one- 
thay began to retaliate they bathed 
the enemy in gas by day and by 
n!sht 


It may be construed that under 


the new treatv It Is perfectly all 
right for the high contracting part- 
ies to manufacture and store gas for 
possible u"3e against "enemies" not in- 
cluded in Its scope. In this way tho 
manufacture of the deadly vapors 
may not become a lost art. Ameri- 
can ar-ny officers fought the aban- 
donment of gas with all their might. 
They regard It as a logical develop- 
ment of modern war,

In any event the conference treat- 


, les are safely through the senate and 


all Washington breathes a sigh of 
relief. TMs Is particularly true of 
the higher off'cerg of the adminis- 
tration, for. despite the show of con- 
fidence which marked their attitude 
throughout, there were days when 
doubt cast its shadows across the 
paths leading to White House and 
State Department. Furthermore, the 
opponents of the four-power treaty 
did not abandon hope of defeating 
It until the night before the voting 
began. 
Two Republican 
senators, 


formerly classed with the Irrecondl- 
ables. were wavering and the oppon- 
ents thought they would line up 
agaHst the treaty and would carry 
or one or two associates with them. 
The n'ght before the "battle." how- 
ever, the two senators sent word 
thev would vote for ratification.

When is a Consolidated 
School not Consolidated? 


Forsyth Situation Back From Supreme Court Now 


Under Consideration by Judge Baldwin. 


The Forsyth school muddle which 


had a hearing in Judge James S. 
Baldwin's court Friday is one of the 
many perplexing 
things that havo 


come up under the consolidated and 
township school laws 
of the state, 


Judge Baldwin took the case under 
advisement and may not 
render a 


decision until the May term of court. 
Whatever Judge Baldwin may decide, 
it is not expected that It will end the 
litigation. One side or the 
other 


will doubtless appeal It. 


The case has already been In the 


supreme court once 
and was 
re- 


manded. Forsyth was favored in this 
decision but the case was not tried 
upon the real Issue 
It will not be 


finally and definitely settled until 
the supreme court passes upon the 
real issue. 


THE MUDDLE. 


The muddle began when Forsyth 


attempted to organize a consolidated 
community school by annexing the 


Independence school on the east and 
the Model school on the west. The 
organization of such a school' must 
tie submitted to a vote of the people. 
An election may be called in one of 
two ways. In ona case a petition 
signed by a certain proportion of the 
voters la submitted to the 
county 


school superintendent who calls the. 
election, giving thirty days 
notice. 


In the other case the boards of di- 
rectors of the districts involved may 
agree upon the proposed consolida- 
tion and they call an election with- 
out bringing the matter before the 
county superintendent. In this case 
a notice of ten days only must be 
given. 


ELECTION CARRIES. 


"The directors of the Forsytt school 
could not get the directors of the In- 
dependence and the Model schools to 
asrce upon a consolidation and the 
first procedure named 
above was 


ni-i i^sanly 
foll6wed. 
The 
p«tltion 


duly signed 
was presented to ths 


county superintendent who called an 
election according to law and at the 
election which followed a majority 
of the votes favored the consolida- 
tion. 


FORM ANOTHER DISTRICT. 


The thirty-day notice gaye the two 


districts 
Included 
In the 
Forsyth 


consolidation plenty of time to ar- 
range and execute an effective flank 
movement. The Model school joined 
with the Hickory Point school to the 
south and the Flood school 
to the 


north to organize a consolidated com- 
munity school. 
Since the directors 


of the three districts were agreeJ 
upon the consolidation an 
election 


was held in ten days and the prop- 
osition carried. 


The Independence school 
on 
the 


east joined with the Miller school to 
bring about a similar consolidation. 
Both these elections were held In ad- 
vance of thenForsyth election. The 


Forsyth election was perfectly legal 
but it had been beaten In point of 
time by both the other 
elections. 


Thus three consolidated community 
schools had been made to grow where 
only ona was planted. 


THE SITUATION. 


The question which the courts are 


called upon to decide Is whether the 
Forsyth election takes precedence or 
the earlier elections called later. If 
the Forsyth loses it will be left with 
a school district 
which 
embraces 


less than a section 
of land and a 


school population 
about twice as 


large as Its one room school house 
will hold. If Forsyth wins the ter- 
ritory of two other districts will be 
added to the old Forsyth district and 
it will be easy to build the badly 
needed new school house and main- 
tain the school. 


In the meantime the old district 


boards of directors have been abol- 


ished and three distinct consolidated 
boards hav» been elected 
and 
are 


functioning. Two of the school* ar» 
In two consolidated 
districts. The 


teachers tor these two schools may 
be (elected by two different boards. 
By agreement things are drifting 
along pretty 
much as they 
were 


while the case Is In the courts. But 
it Is hard on Forsyth which hat the 
education of something 11k« three- 
fourths of the children In :he terri- 
tory and has no means of raising 
enough money to conduct Its school.

States already owns a large collection 
of Insects which It finds useful In 
th» never ending battle againtit crop 
de»troyers. 


•very time a ship arrives with a 


c«?|o from foreign shores, there Is a 
yosslblllty that it may carry Insect 


that will prov* harmful 


(to growing vegetation; and wjen a 
new species becomes established In 
this country It is desirable to find out, 
beyond doubt what its habits are. 
This requires prompt identification, 
and since the number of Insects is 
enormous, no one man knows, or ever 
will know, all of them. Moreover, 
their resemblances are so great that 
discrimination by the use of printed 
descriptions la difficulL; and the one 
quick and certain road to identifica- 
tion is through comparison with a 
named specimen of the same kind.

neither * resident nor a citizen 
of 


Decatur. but frequent visits there to 
and an interest in its ideals and pro- 
gress, together with an Interest In 
educational 
advancement, 
bring 


forth » desire to offer a suggestion 
In connection with the advocacy of 
a private school for Decatur. 


Some may object that there is no 


need of a private school here since 
the people are so ably served by ex- 
cellent 
Junior 
and 
Senior 
High 


schools. But such a view does not 
appreciate the fact that both 
the 


publlo and private schools have 
a 


mission, and that each mission 
is 


equally laudable and necessary. 


The publlo school must serve the 


whole community with a limited re- 
source, where the private school has 
a 
more or lesi unlimited resource 


and a limited patronage. The rjubllc 
school head* must render 
to 
the 


larger number of student* the maxi- 
mum of service with ft limited means 
at its disposal, but 
the 
private 


school must render to the least num- 
ber the maximum of service from Its 
unlimited means. The only true de- 
duction Is that the student of 
the 


private school gains Immeasurably 
more than does tha publlo school 
student, and no broad minded pub- 
llo school official or teacher 
will 


deny nor feel the least humilatlon at 
the statement that the average pri- 
vate school product Is better fitted 
for life than the product of the pub- 
llo school. 


There are, as most people knoiir, 


various types of private school, each 
serving a. purpose peculiar to 
the 


convictions of Its 
sponsors. 
Some 


Schools give most attention to so- 
cial finish and little to Intellectual 
fitness and some give all the atten- 
tion to the Intellectual and none to 
the social. Some schools combine the 
two Ideals, others add the straigh- 
tening out of moral kinks, others 
aim to level down all differences of 
rank and attainment to make their 
croducts magnanimous and 
sinceie 


The aim of most schools is shown In 
Sargent's Handbook 
of 
American 


Secondary Schools, a copy of which 
Is to be found on 
the 
reference 


shelves of any publlo library. 


The private school offers « spec- 


ialist in te.chins; and character 
to 


every three to six 
students, 
the 


specialist first being: catefullv tired 
to prove his mental, 
moral 
and 


spiritual fitness to 
be a 
teacher 


and companian to tha students. He 
Is usually paid a salary worthy of 
his fitness and 
service. 
All 
the 


habits, mental, moral and social, of 
the students are constantly watch- 
ed by 
these specialists, correction? 


suggested when necessary 
and op- 


portune, and svmpathy and help not 
rnly given directly, but absorbed by 
the students from 
the pedagogue. 


Careful observation Is made of each 
student's mental 
development both 


In class recitation. In study hall, and 
In private tutoring, so that each has 
every opportunity 
for 
the 
most 


thorough 
mastery 
of each lesson, 


which Is certain to develop a sound 
m'nd even In the less gifted. Each 
student l» usually required to spend 
the entire afternoon out of doors, 
at major sports In 
their 
season, 


supervised by a staff of trained di- 
rectors, or in ranging about 
the 


mountains, hills, woods, and 
open 


country, and each receives a sound 
physique for life, such as made the 
Rough Rider out of the puny Teddy, 
Thus, the private school student re- 
ceives a scientific and sound found- 
ation for his whole life, In physical, 
mental, moral, social and 
spiritual 


parts. 


Some will object that the ' prep 


school product Is fit only for the life 
of the leisure and luxury loving. A 
close and long connection with 
string if eastern private schools has 
gi/en this writer the 
privilege of 


dealing with scores of prep school 
products In early and later life, and 
his experience has been 
that 
the 


majority 
of 
their 
products 
are 


apostles of actlvislm 
rather 
than 


Idleness and unproductiVesess, and 


that many a charter member 
or 


member by birthright of the Idlers 
Society has been made an 
activist 


by the prey school of good standards. 
The work of the prep school 
Is 
a 


revelation and an inspiration to the 
loyer of noble manhood and woman- 
hood. 


But sucb a 
product 
cannot 
be 


made In a day school in which stu- 
dents come but for four or 
five 


recitations of Science, Mathematics 
and Language. The teaching pro- 
cass alone will not produce 
such 


large effects, for If the

g(ven to teaching and reciting that 
the subjects demand, 
no time 
Is

portation would not be appalling as 
busses, or street car 
line 
would 


solve it. Non-resident students 
of 


the school would board Jn 
dormi- 


tories. And If necessary, a 
branch 


school could be maintained In some 
central location In the business dis- 
trict. The eastern day school In the 
coui.iry 
charge 
tuitions 
ranging 


from $175 to $500 for day 
students 


and 4600 to $1,500 for boarding stu- 
dents. 


Such a school If kept up to high- 


est standards would be quickly filled 
to capacity, without a 
doubt.

The "Army of the Missing" 


Reaches Appalling Mark 


What Happens to Folks Who Just Pass Out of Sight 


and Never Return?

New York, April 1.—Eight persons 


went out for a walk In various parts 
of Brooklyn one day recently ana 
never csme back. None ot the eight 
was known to any of the others. Xo- 
tody could Imagine why they van- 
ished, how or whither. 


Eicept the Missing Person Bureau 


of the New York Police department. 
Bureau, from jiast experience, knows 
pretty well why people disappear, 
and how. The places whither thev 


disappear are generally discovered by 
the bureau sooner or later. 


60.000 MISSING. 


To lose track of eight people in 


one day is nothing: unusual. It has 
been estimated that 65,000 girls dis- 
appear annually In the United States, 
and If only a few ol them are traced 
It Is because only a few cities have 
a missing persons bureau. There are 
40,000 unidentified dead burled In the 
United States each year. In New York 
City alone, from the spring of 19:0 
to the spring of 1921, 2,100 persons 
dropped out of sight. Between March 
1921, 
and March. 1922, the number 


ran over 2.:no. The bureau locates 


or accounts for ninety-eight per cent 
of the vanished. 


During- 1920 the bureau handled 


13,000 missing person cases, the bulk 
of them being Inquiries sent from 
all over the country. New York, the 
biggest city In the world, is the fa- 
vorite place In which to disappear. If 
the cases of desertion by husbands or 
wives were handled through the bu- 
reau, the total of those missing would 
rise enormously. 


MOST RUN AWAY. 


Most of the people who disappear 


are "wilfully" missing. Not an acci- 
dent, nor white slavery, nar murder 
is the average reason. The missing 
person Is angry or frightened or dis- 
satisfied with home conditions. 


From ten to twenty Is the foolish 


age and most of the missing persans 
come between those years 
June is 


the popular month for running away 
and the chief reason Is trouble over 
school examinations, with hone fric- 
tion a close second. Round circus and 
world series times boys also vanish 
in dozens. 


DECREASES WITH AGB, 


Between twenty and thirty years 


the number of missing people is no- 
ticeably less and it decreases by dec- 
ades until the fewest—even 
fewer 


than in the :,ears between one and 
te"—are {hose persons between ninety 
and one hundred. Yet the bureau has 
occasionally been asked to find pea- 
pie who were over ninety. The man 
or youth Is considerably fonder cf 
disappearing than the woman or girl, 
though more than six hundred New 
York girls have been known to van- 
ish in three years. 


HAS VARIED TASKS. 


The Bureau of Missing Persons, of 


which John H. Ayers is director, not 
only hunts up the missing but also 
identifies 
the unknown dead, un- 


known people rendered unconscious 
In accidents, and the victims of apha- 
sia. The bureau was enlarged to in- 
clude the unidentified dead because 
Timothy D. Sullivan, the political 
magnate, who had been killed by a 
railroad 
train, lay unidentified In 


the Fordham morgue for nine days. 


Captain Grant Williams, now re- 


tired, who was given the task of en- 
largement 
and reorganization, in- 


stalled an amazingly thorough card 
catalog by which people who come 
under the missing persons classifi- 
cation are checked up several times 
a day. Captain Williams also listed 
the marks of all the laundries in 
Greater New York, so that "by look- 
ing Inside a man's collar you can 
tell his name and address." Running 
through the card catalogue, Captain 
Williams once Identified 173 out of 
635 unidentified persons without even 
leaving his desk. 


UNIVERSAL SYSTEM. 


It is Interesting to note that the 


re-organized missing persons bureau 
had on its staff 
the first police 


woman In the country, Mrs. Mary E. 
Hamilton, now an aide on the staff 
of Police Commissioner Enrlght. 


Mrs. Hamilton places her faith In 


finger prints. "I'd like to see a law 
competing every man, woman and 
child to be finger printed," she said 
today, "not only native-born, but 
also the immigrants, and not simply 
as a measure against criminals but 


as an ordinary precaution and con- 
venience. If we bad such a law there 
would be few missing persons, prao* 
tlcally no unidentified dead, and no 
helpless victims of aphasia—for a 
man's finger prints would be the 
necessary link." 


ANOTHER ADVOCATE. 


Csptaln 
Williams is for 
finger 


prints plus a national missing per- 
sons bureau. "With such a bureau," 
he declared, "It would be almost 1m- 
possible for anyone to disappear or 
to be burled without 
identification. 


As to the eight people disappearing 
from Brooklyn. I've known thirty to 
drop out of sight In Brooklyn In one
